third of February , and Ye heard not ſince from both. Youſes

conceives the Ceſfatton cannot begin{oſooneas thefourthor 
this Poneth, by which time (though his Pajelty uſes no de= 
lay in making his Anſwer) the ſame can hardly be returnedto
